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SHA Submits Four Alternative 


Off-Ramp Plans to City Council 


Members of the Greenbelt City 
Council got a preview of Beltway 
design alternatives for access to 
and from the proposed Greenbelt 
Station development at a work 
session on Wednesday, June 12 
with representatives of the State 
Highway Administration (SHA). 
These alternatives will be pre- 
sented to the public at large next 
week at a workshop on Wednes- 
day, June 26 at Springhill Lake 
Elementary School, 6060 
Springhill Drive. 

At the workshop, which will 
take place between 5:30 and 8:30 
p.m., SHA consultants and staff 
will be available at each of sev- 
eral project information displays 
to answer questions and record 
visitors’ comments. According to 
a statement in an accompanying 
booklet available to attendees, 
the study team will utilize these 
responses from the public in 
choosing which of the design al- 
ternates will be “carried forward” 
for more detailed study. 

No formal presentation by 
staff is planned, but large colored

maps will be on display. Four 
separate maps will depict each of 
three projected ramp designs and 
the no-build alternative; another 
will show the significant environ- 
mental features of the area in 
question, including the braided 
Streams off Indian Creek, 
stormwater runoff, wetlands, 
woodlands and the 100-year 
floodplain. 

In addition to SHA personnel, 
representatives from the Washing- 
ton Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority (WMATA), the devel- 
opers of the projected mixed-use 
commercial and_ residential 
Greenbelt Station site, and the 
county will also have displays at 
the workshop; they will be pre- 
pared as well to answer ques- 
tions from the public. 

Council Response 

In opening the June 12 work 
session, Greenbelt Mayor Judith 
Davis informed the SHA repre- 
sentatives that council had al- 
ready taken a position “in oppo- 
sition to any plan.” Council felt 
strongly, she said, that public 


funding should not be used pri- 
marily to assist a private devel- 
oper. They were also concerned 
about sensitive environmental 
features of the property in ques- 
tion. Davis’ comments were 
strongly — sometimes hotly — 
endorsed by the © other 
councilmembers present, Alan 
Turnbull, Tom White, and 
Rodney Roberts. 

When SHA project manager 
Wendy Wolcott got the floor af- 
ter this good-natured, but nega- 
tive, barrage, she acknowledged 
the city’s position. Then she 
went on to explain that at present 
it was impossible to show how 
each of the ramp designs would 
specifically connect with the pro- 
posed development on _ the 
WMATA property. So far, she 
understood that the developer’s 
concept plan was still undergo- 
ing “active revision.” Such is- 
sues as land elevation, for ex- 
ample, where a ramp might con- 
nect, or where the parking garage

City Council OKs Franchise 


Merger of Comcast and AT&T 


In its June 10 meeting, the 
Greenbelt City Council approved 
a change of control of the cable 
communications franchise which 
serves Greenbelt, passed many 
end-of-year FY 2002 budget ad- 
justments (before passing the FY 
2003 budget reported on in last 
week’s News Review), and agreed 
to contact the county school 
board regarding overcrowding at 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
School. 

Franchise Transfer 

Council held a public hearing 
and later approved the proposed 
merger of Comcast Cable Corpo- 
ration, which currently serves 
Greenbelt and other local commu- 
nities, with AT&T Broadband. 
This merger will mean changes at 
the corporate level but no major 
changes are expected in service 
at the local level. Council did 
have some questions for the 
Comcast representatives present. 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
was concerned with the personal 
data gathered by the company 
on its customers. Comcast’s Vice 
President Fred Graffam said that 
no individual data was being col- 
lected or used and that informa- 
tion gathered was used to moni- 
tor the performance of the sys- 
tem. Mayor Judith Davis asked 
about the status of cable televi- 
sion in Springhill Lake and was 
informed that service was in 
place now. She wanted to know 
about the change from a 3-tier

selection and pricing system to a 
2-tier system, which amounted to 
an increase in costs for certain 
subscribers. Comcast’s Graffam 
said that the change was to re- 
duce complexity and to make ser- 
vice uniform throughout the 
county. Comcast had hoped to 
allow old customers to continue 
with a 3-tier system but wasn’t 
allowed to provide differing levels 
of service and charges to custom- 
ers. On the positive side, Davis 
had heard fewer complaints 
about length of time for service 
calls to be answered. She 
wanted to stress, however, that 
approval of the merger did not 
limit the city’s opportunity to 
raise questions about service in 
the future. Over the past few 
months, the city worked with a 
coalition of local municipalities 
and Comcast representatives to 
discuss issues of service and 
pricing before approving the 
merger. Comcast said 1t welcomed 
input from all customers and 
would work to ensure that the 
quality of service is maintained. 
Open Space 

Council agreed unanimously to 
file its annual program Open 
Space applications. The city’s FY 
2003 annual program consists of 
four projects involving the acqui- 
sition of undeveloped land, in 
various areas of the city, as a 
means of achieving the city’s 
long-range goal of preserving 
open space. The city’s allocation 


under this program now stands 
at over $1 million; two of the 
projects — acquisition of the 
Sunrise and Jaeger properties, 
which the city has pursued for a 
number of years — would utilize 
about two-thirds of the program 
funding. 
SHL Elementary 

Council approved a letter to 
the Prince George’s County 
Board of Education on over- 
crowding at Springhill Lake El- 
ementary School. The school is 
already overcrowded and the 
situation may worsen if 6th grad- 
ers return to Springhill Lake (now 
attending Greenbelt Middle 
School) and the new Berwyn 
Heights elementary school does 
not open as scheduled in Sep- 
tember. In addition to the num- 
ber of students, council raised 
the issue of adequate restrooms 
and other facilities at the school 
and requested that the situation 
be reexamined and action taken

Court of Appeals Rejects 
State Redistricting Plan

In a June 11 order in the mat- 
ter of redistricting of the state, 
the Court of Appeals of Mary- 
land declared “That significant 
portions of the Plan are not con- 
sistent with the requirements of 

.. the Constitution of Maryland 
that ‘[e]Jach legislative district 
shall consist of adjoining terri- 
tory, be compact in form, and of 
substantially equal population’ 
and that ‘[d]ue regard shall be 
given to natural boundaries and 
the boundaries of political subdi- 
visions’ and, for that reason, the 
Plan is in violation of the Mary- 
land Constitution and is invalid.” 

The order further states that 
the Court “will endeavor to pre- 
pare a constitutional plan; and .... 
[t]hat, in order to assist the Court 
with this endeavor, the Court in- 
tends to appoint one or more 
technical consultants.” Further- 
more, the parties in the case were 
requested to propose names of 
possible consultants. 

According to the Washington 
Post, Chief Judge Robert M. Bell 
revealed that he had been con- 
tacted by four state senators in 
May, including Senate President 
Thomas V. "Mike" Muller, who 
wanted to discuss the redistrict- 
ing case. On June 15 the Post re- 
ported that Miller and four other 
state senators have acknowl- 


edged contacting judges about 
redistricting, but they said they 
were not trying to influence the 
ruling. Miller issued a formal apol- 
ogy to the court, saying “I recog- 
nize that the judiciary must be 
highly sensitive to any appear- 
ance of impropriety in order to 
preserve public faith in its impar- 
tiality.” 

On June 17 the court ap- 
pointed Nathanial A. Persily of 
the University of Pennsylvania 
Law School, a national expert on 
redistricting who helped a federal 
judge in New York develop a 
congressional redistricting plan 
there. Also appointed was Karl S. 
Aro, who heads Maryland’s De- 
partment of Legislative Services, 
the nonpartisan support staff for 
lawmakers. 

That same day attorneys for 
Prince George’s County Executive 
Wayne K. Curry submitted a pro- 
posal to the court that they said 
would solve the court’s concerns. 
It retains the unchallenged por- 
tions of Glendening’s plan and 
attempts to address complaints 
by challengers in the rest. The 
deadline for legislative candidates 
to file is July 8. 

When reached for comment, 
Senator Leo Green remarked, “It’s 
all up for grabs.” 


Greenbelt Rd. Improvement 
Plans Are Moving Forward

The Greenbelt Road Neighbor- 
hood Conservation Program, cur- 
rently largest in the State High- 
way Administration’s (SHA) se- 
ries of projects to improve the 
appearance and safety of road- 
ways in local areas, could per- 
haps get even larger. However, 
an increase in size could put this 
particular project over the edge 
of what is acceptable within the 
highway improvement program, 
part of the governor’s Smart 
Growth plan — changing it from 
a minor to major funding cat- 
egory and postponing indefi- 
nitely any action. 

The issue came up near the 
end of the fifth meeting, on May 
30, of the citizen task force on 
the project involving the cities of 
College Park, Berwyn Heights, 
and Greenbelt. It was held, like 
all the others, at the SHA build- 
ing on Kenilworth Avenue, a so- 
called “neutral” space. 

As defined when the task 
force was formed in October 
2001, the project deals with both 
sides of Greenbelt Road and the 
roadway itself from U.S. | on the 
west to Soil Conservation Road 
on the east. The latter cuts 
through the Goddard Space 
Flight Center (NASA) campus. 

During the past year, in a con- 


current but separate action, 
NASA has been conducting a 
study aimed at closing off Soil 
Conservation Road to the general 
public and relocating the road 
right-of-way to the campus perim- 
eter. The agency’s original 
choice was to carry the new road 
to the western boundary near 
Mandan Road. However, follow- 
ing strong neighborhood pres- 
sure, NASA agreed to bring the 
road instead to the eastern 
boundary, where it would con- 
nect with Good Luck Road. 

In light of this change, one 
task force representative at the 
May 30 meeting suggested mov- 
ing the Greenbelt Road study 
further east as well to Good Luck 
Road. In response, Ken Goon of 
RK&K, project coordinator, said 
he was doubtful this could be 
done, though he agreed to check 
out the possibility. 

Task Force 

In Neighborhood Conservation 
projects, task forces usually meet 
six times, as Goon explained at 
the first meeting of the Greenbelt 
Road group, on September 25, 
2001. In this first meeting the 
project and its goals are defined. 
At the second meeting, data from

Defense Siren 


An article in the June 6 issue 
mentioned the possibility of reac- 
tivating the civil defense siren 
warning system. We support 
this idea as a means of warning 
about bad weather and civil de- 
fense threats. We are from the 
Midwest and lived in Lincoln, 
Nebraska, for 20 years. In Lin- 
coln, there are warning sirens on 
public buildings such as schools 


and fire stations. The sirens can 
emit two different warnings — one 
for tornadoes and one for civil 
defense. They are tested weekly. 
In addition, tornado drills are 
held in schools and government 
facilities. People discuss their 
plans for action if they are at 
home when a storm hits. Both 
adults and children are prepared 
and know what to do. 

Although radio and television 
stations provide emergency infor- 
mation, we do not listen to them 
all the time. A warning siren sys- 
tem could either have a specific 
meaning or could indicate that we 
should listen to radio or televi- 
sion for the specific warning 1n- 
formation. 

When the tragedy of Septem- 
ber 11 is coupled with the tragic 
results of this past year’s torna- 
does, a siren warning system 
makes good sense.

Parenting Program 


Has Partial Reprieve 
by Judy Bell 

In FY 2002 Greenbelt CARES 
Youth and Family Services Bu- 
reau received a $10,000 grant 
from the Prince George’s County 
Health Department through the 
Addictions and Mental Health 
Programs division. Its purpose 
was to run a parent training pro- 
gram. CARES implemented the 
program, which ran for six 
months. By all accounts it was 
highly successful. But when the 
FY 2003 Health Department bud- 
get was announced, the 
parenting program was not in- 
cluded. 

However, this is not the end 
of the story. In a letter to Sena- 
tor Leo Green dated May 30, 
Health Officer Arthur Thatcher 
states that “After reviewing your 
letter and our proposed FY 2003 
budget ... I believe that we can 
make $6,500 available to Greenbelt 
CARES for a similar, but some- 
what scaled back, program next 
year.” 

Carol Leventhal, director of 
CARES, said that she plans to 
run the program again. However, 
it will be a shorter version unless 
another grant can be found to 
make up the _ difference. 
Leventhal is looking into the 
possibility that $3,500 could be 
diverted from the county’s 
$100,000 share of a $615,000 
Youth Consolidation Grant 
through the Governor’s Office of 
Crime Control and Prevention.

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might be located, have not yet 
been pinned down, she told coun- 
cil. 

Mayor Davis confirmed the 
situation. The developers’ plans 
are “a target that constantly 
moves,” she acknowledged wryly. 

Three Alternatives 

Seven alternative designs had 
originally been drawn up, consult- 
ant engineer, Steve Hawtof, of 
Gannett Fleming, Inc., said, as he 
discussed each in turn. But four 
had subsequently been discarded 
— two which additionally pro- 
vided ramps to the USDA prop- 
erty north of the Beltway, in 
which USDA no longer took an 
interest; another because it would 
be too expensive; and a fourth 
because of its greater impact on 
the adjacent wetlands. Three de- 
signs are thus still in contempla- 
tion. 

The no-build alternate, #1, 
would involve only routine main- 
tenance. Its map layout forms 
the template against which each 
of the change alternates has been 
modeled. In the present configu- 
ration at the site, access into the 
Metro station is available from 
the Beltway only by the east- 
bound lane; from the station one 
can re-enter the Beltway only by 
a westbound ramp and bridge 
from the roadway along the east- 
ern boundary of the property. 

Alternates #2 and #3 would 
both supply the two missing di- 
rectional ramps. Both would 
make access possible from the 
east into the station by means of 
a bridge. In both a simple exit 
ramp paralleling and leading into 
the Beltway would carry traffic 
eastbound out of the station. 

These alternates differ in the 
position and curve of the neces- 
sary bridge. In #2 the off-ramp 
from the Beltway would be car- 
ried outside the current directional 
ramp, which it would then “fly 
over,” as well as over the 
Beltway itself. The curve and 
grade would be more gradual 
than in the other alternate, permit- 
ting faster movement of traffic, 
up to 40 mph. 


In #3 the off-ramp from the 
Beltway would be carried inside 
the current directional ramp—that 
is, closer to the outside Beltway 
lane. It would fly over only the 
Beltway lanes, but both the rise 
and the curve would be sharper, 
requiring traffic to move more 
slowly, at about 30 mph. 

Alternate #4 is markedly differ- 
ent in configuration. It is de- 
scribed as a diamond interchange. 
Vehicles leaving the Beltway 
westbound would come to a full 
stop, where they would turn left 
and travel over the Beltway on a 
shorter, two-way bridge into the 
Metro site. Exiting the site, they 
would reverse direction over the 
same bridge and turn left onto a 
new ramp to I-95 westbound. 
This alternate would require re- 
moval of the present directional 
ramp and bridge from the Metro 
station westbound. 

Phases of Development 

The design process leading to 
the Wednesday workshop consti- 
tutes most of Phase I of the in- 
terchange development. A citizen 
focus group will then meet with 
the design team in responding to 
comments collected at the work- 
shop or mailed in later by work- 
shop attendees. From this input, 
decisions will be made about 
which design alternatives to pur- 
sue. 

A later phase will involve a 
detailed environmental analysis, 
including decisions concerning 
mitigation for disruptions in 
nearby wetlands. When the 
councilmembers deplored the 
failed or misplaced mitigation 
sites that had been developed 
during construction of the Metro 
station, Wolcott responded that 
hydrology, though improving, is 
“a very challenging science.” 

Final Phases 

Once these preliminary phases 
of planning are completed, fund- 
ing must be allocated for final 
design of the projected inter- 
change and for acquisition of the 
rights-of-way. Only then can 
construction occur.

quickly to deal with the situation 
before the start of the next 
school year. 

City council approved a con- 
tribution of $2,000 to the USO 
benefit fund-raiser dinner dance 
which has since taken place on 
June 14. The contribution was to 
offset expenses that are not cov- 
ered by ticket sales. At that time, 
over 200 tickets had been sold. 
Council approved new job de- 
scriptions for the Recreation De- 
partment creating two assistant 
directors, one for facilities/opera- 
tions and one for programs. 
Councilmember Thomas White 
raised questions about apparent 
conflict in responsibilities and su- 
pervision between the two posi- 
tions. City Manager McLaughlin 
explained that there would be 
some overlap between positions

because, while the Recreation De- 
partment is a large one, there is 
need for the two positions to 
work closely together. White 
also objected to the process as 
not the best in achieving the 
skill sets needed for each posi- 
tion. Councilmember Alan 
Turnbull questioned the value of 
council reviewing job descriptions 
for individual positions. He said 
that council should rely on the 
city manager — the one person 
council was responsible for hir- 
ing. After some discussion and 
fine-tuning, the position descrip- 
tions were approved. Council 
also approved a resolution which 
would raise garbage collection 
fees by $1.30 per quarter and a 
three percent increase in resident 
and non-resident pass rates at 
the Aquatic and Fitness Center.

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‘Betty the Yeti Trees or Dollars’?

The Greenbelt Arts Center’s 
presentation of “Betty the Yeti,” 
an ‘eco-fable’ by Jon Klein, 
brings to our community stage 
questions related to the environ- 
ment that our local residents and 
area businesses have been wres- 
tling with for years. The play, 
directed by Steven Cox and pro- 
duced by Sheila Crossley Cox, 
presents what initially appears to 
be predictable choices: jobs or 
protection of endangered species, 
or maintaining a “more conve- 
nient” style of living versus what 
may be a more sterile, but more 
environmentally sensitive way of 
life. These questions get turned 
on their heads as the usual sus- 
pects arising in environmental/ 
economic confrontations receive 
a surprise visit from a yeti, one 
of the lesser known endangered 
species. 

The Yeti (played with great 
dexterity by Amethyst Dwyer), a 
cross between a lion and a goat, 
or other mammals as audiences 
see fit, has ventured from its 
home to see what these invaders 
of her natural surroundings are 


perpetrating. While lumber cor- 
porate executive Clare Kutz 
(played convincingly by Trix 
Whitehall) is more amazed by the 
creature’s appearance and behav- 
ior than impressed to the point 
of changing her point of view, 
lumberjack Russ Sawyer (Bob 
Kleinberg), a “man’s man” actu- 
ally takes to the beast. Before 
long, Yeti becomes the center of 
attention, pulling the plot and au- 
dience away from the love rela- 
tionships between lumberjack 
Russ, his separated wife and 
lover of nature, Terra Sawyer 
(Emily Brite), and her other love, 
Trey Hugger (Donn Cook). 
While Terra has grown apart from 
Russ due to an increasing politi- 
cal rift between the two, her ad- 
miration for the smart, adroit, en- 
vironmentalist Trey increases. 
But alas, Russ, who notices a 
spotted owl from upclose and 
observes how ‘cute’ it is, subse- 
quently develops an even stron- 
ger affinity for the yeti, after 
overcoming his initial fear of the 
beast. But once more, Russ re- 
turns to his career’s work when 
promised a handsome compensa- 
tion for cutting down vast acres 
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Amethyst Dwyer as The Creature (Betty), center, Momoe Nakamura 


as Iko, and Bob Kleinberg as Russ T. Sawyer discuss Betty's eating 


habits. 
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of forest. The rush was on as a 
prospective court order would 
prohibit such activity.

Of course, the biggest change 
which occurs is within the char- 
acter of Russ. Instead of the 
myopic, self-centered, rough and 
tumble working man, he grows 
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into a sensitive protector of the 
environment. And it is this 
greater appreciation of nature and 
its creatures which draws Terra 
Sawyer back to him. Meanwhile, 
the single-minded Trey Hugger’s 
mind and heart is motivated by 
achieving political success for his

background studies are presented 
and potential areas of improve- 
ment suggested. At the third 
meeting the task force provides 
feedback concerning various tech- 
nical alternatives. These are then 
worked through in the preparation 
of a concept master plan, the 
outcome of the fourth meeting. 

Since this project was particu- 
larly large, the group had dis- 
cussed possibilities for change 
and improvement one segment at 
a time, working from west to east. 
At the May 30 meeting (the fifth), 
they were discussing the final 
piece — from Kenilworth Avenue 
to Soil Conservation Road, the 
segment involving solely the city 
of Greenbelt, plus of course 
NASA and unincorporated lands. 
As in earlier meetings, the task 
force reacted to aerial photo- 
graphs of the road segment, on 
which RK&K engineer Karen 
Jarrett had made notations in 
pencils of different colors. 

Issues Discussed 

Throughout the entire length 
of Greenbelt Road under discus- 
sion, the provision of bicycle 
lanes on both sides of the pave- 
ment had been a major consider- 
ation. This could be made pos- 
sible in certain areas by some 
narrowing of drive lanes for auto- 
mobiles. At the bridge over the 
CSX railroad tracks, however, and 
through the Kenilworth Avenue 
interchange, safety solutions be- 
came more problematic. Various 
forms of barriers to protect bi- 
cycles and pedestrians should be 
put in place, task force members 
agreed. At the same time these 
should be aesthetically pleasing, 
perhaps involving plantings to 
provide some form of screening 
from highway traffic. 

Greenbelt Mayor Judith Davis 
raised an issue concerning the 
water retention ponds on the 
Golden Triangle. These became 
unsightly, she said, because of 
litter that blew into or was de- 
posited at those sites. There was 
disagreement, she said, about 
who had the responsibility to 
clean them out. She suggested 
that attractive vegetation along 
the road margins could at least 
screen these areas from view. 

Responding to another con- 
cern raised by the mayor, Pat 
Schmitt, SHA highway design en- 
gineer, committed the agency to 
study the timing of traffic lights 
at Walker Drive. This issue in- 
volved the presence of a bicycle 
lane at that intersection. Jarrett 
described how a sidewalk might 
be built on the other side of the 
highway, from Kenilworth Avenue 
to the entrance to Greenbelt Park. 

Lakecrest Drive 

The perennial problem of the 
Lakecrest Drive intersection then 
came up. (Greenbelt has long 
urged the installation there of a 


even after fatalities occurred.) 
According to Davis, members of 
Holy Cross Lutheran Church say 
they would walk to church across 
Greenbelt Road if a light were 
there. 

Schmitt said that by narrowing 
Legion Drive, room existed to 
create an acceleration lane for 
traffic turning westward from 
Lakecrest and also to create a 
buffer between Legion Drive and 
such a lane. Davis was con- 
cerned that such a redesign 
would move through-traffic (to 
the Legion and Bell Pointe) closer 
to the houses on Lakecrest 
Circle. 

Southway to Hanover 

Another complicated section 
involves carrying bicycle lanes 
from Southway over the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway and 
pedestrians across Greenbelt 
Road. Noting that pedestrians 
often cross in dangerous places 
near Greenway Center, Davis sug- 
gested some kind of barrier deter- 
rent along the median strip. 

Better signage for northbound 
Hanover Parkway traffic turning 
left on Greenbelt Road was also 
discussed. Three left-turn lanes 
are available, but strangers plan- 
ning to head for Baltimore do not 
understand how close they are 
after that turn to the Parkway en- 
trance ramp and that they should 
therefore enter the right-most 
lane. 

Berwyn Heights Report 

After the task force meeting 
was Officially concluded, Green- 
belter Tom Renahan, who is cur- 
rently serving as a consultant to 
the city of Berwyn Heights, 
briefly described his mandate to 
prepare a report detailing pos- 
sible aesthetic improvements to 
the south side of Greenbelt Road 
to enhance the commercial prop- 
erties along that strip. Pedestrian 
safety at the Greenbelt Middle 
School is also a major issue, 
Renahan said. He expected to 
complete the report within the 
next 30 days, he said. 

Next Meeting 

At the meeting’s conclusion, 
task force members agreed to 
meet one last time on August 29 
to pull together their recommen- 
dations for the length of 
Greenbelt Road included in the 
project. A public hearing will 
then be scheduled in the fall.

environmental advocacy group 
rather than driven by a genuine 
love of nature. 

So, for me, the play was about 
making choices, and the kind of 
questions we raise for ourselves 
as individuals and as members of 
a community as whole. Are there 
indeed only two choices for each 
of these types of issues, or do 
we find out that as we learn 
more, we have multiple options, 
each one of which has its reper- 
cussions? 

On the whole, I’d say that the 
actors are credible. You really 
don’t catch them “acting,” which 
is, I suppose, the worst critique 
they could receive. I did find all 
characters to be likeable, yes, 


even Ms. Kutz. (Of course, I re- 
alized that Doug Love and 
CCRIC might dissent on this 
point.) However, I feel that the 
performance needs to tone Terra 
Sawyer down a bit, as her decibel 
level and pitch are bit too much 
sometimes, particularly when she 
argues with Russ. As a result 
the listener ends up losing a bit 
of the script and intended impact. 

The tone is underlined nicely 
by a simple, yet effective set, and 
music which brings one back to 
the “60s. Anyone older than 40 
knows most of the names: Tracy 
Chapman, Pete Seeger, Woody 
Guthrie, and Judy Collins, just to 
name a few. And there’s a nice 
selection from “Flutar,” a local 
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duo who have performed in con- 
cert at the Arts Center. 

Aside from Director Cox, mem- 
bers of the Weaver family bore 
numerous roles as stage manager, 
customer, lighting and sound 
technician, along with usual sus- 
pects Carolyn Cornelius and 
Penny Martin handling props. 

This was a strong community 
effort presenting a play which 
should have a strong set of mes- 
sages for Greenbelt, a community 
known for its strong commitment 
to the environment. I do want 
to say that while I recommend 
the play, you might want to 
leave the kids at home as some 
of the content and language can 
be rough.
